PITTSBURGH, Pa.—As the 
Black Press continues to 
grow in size and influence, it 
needs only to keep pace with 
the economic and political 
changes in America, but also 
to use its power to initiate the 
changes most beneficial to 
blacks.

There is a surprise sequence'on’Come a Little Closer, 
beginning with “St. Louis Blues,” a rendition that | don't like 
because of its looseness; however, when you consider its 
creative arrangemént, marked by a Scott Joplin-like piano 
continuo, an acapella introduction, and a Pointer-Sisters-like 
background, it is interesting. This fades into “Gon'na have 
some fun tonight,” which is an extension of the Poin- 
ter/McQuire Sisters-like scatting arrangement, supported by 
a 1920ish ragtime jazz band. Wild, the album comes to a 
close with ‘Feeling Uneasy,” the kind of song that is filled 
with the moans and groans of mature, unselfish carnal love. 
This is an hellva album, Come a Little Closer. 

Johnny Taylor is one of them fine niggers and with his 
last year's million-selling Taylored in Silk, he was assigned 
to Her Majesty's Court-as a “Prince of the Blues” and so 
forth, This year, he comes out stépping super-fast with his 
Super Taylor (Stax, STS-5509), a title which could have 
worked better if it had been “Super Johnny Taylor.” As you 
look at the cover, you get the impression, that he associates 
with “Superfly,” but | seem to conjure up the notion that 
would have worked better if he. would gracefully accept the 
title “Superflea;" which supports the obvious fact that 
Johnny's program is rather mature. At least, he wouldn't be 


‘tike one of our-religious..brothers who s suppased to be 


living an austere life, a dude who tips ¢ the street ever so 
lightly dressed to killed in velvets ar boots in the early 
summer. Anyway you deal with <', ..a. .3cuSsion, Super 
Johnny Taylor is still a.bad nigyer and he is backed up by 
some musicians who are so groovy together that they aren't 
even listed. Could it be that the Stax Organization is saying 
that our programs are so “good,” you ought to know about 
them automatigally? a 

Precisely, What Super Taylor is-doing*on Super Taylor is 
singing contemporary blues. A word about the syndrome. 
There. are basic themes common to the.blues,. love, illicit 
jove, hardtimes, oppression, and other things which.are sup- 
posed to correspond to the Black Experience, whatever that_ 
might be, too. In contemporary or modern blués, these 
themes are reduced to ones concerning “love” and “illicit 
love,” where the action. can get super-funky, because he is 
usually “. loving somebody else's woman because 
somebody is loving his.” 

On love, it might be that the dude is expressing his un- 
dying love for that “fair brown flower” of his or that he is ex- 
cited about just.getting over and then he becomes. a fool or 
he could be reading out one’s program by saying: ‘Dig, 
Mama," | know why you are flushing over me; we have dif- 
ferent sets of agendas, programs, we don't love or even like 
each other in the same way, and what you see in me is con- 
trolled by your definition of my role, a manifestation super- 
fixed in that one-dimensional mind of yours, and therefore, 
anything eise which you might tell me doesn’t really matter: | 
have looked past your front and is reading between the lies 
ooh-sooo-well. Bye!” ‘ 

Now, on illicit love, you get into the good stuff; Super 
Johnny Taylor is a master in this area and you. are not left 
reading between the lines on many occasions. The 
phenomena only works if you are Joving somebody's else 
-woman. or man or both (and if you are doing that you are a

sufer or you can admit to being the self-created bastard you 
are atid say, “Well, | am just out here sportin’ round; you 
know, | can always go home again.”

D 
program so you could look good, specially if you had 
secretively contemplated leaving her or have let her, saying 
in theory that the reason | am leaving is because | have got- 
ten all from you that you are capable of providing me with

it seems thal white America is finally 
discovering that all Negroes in America 
are not on relief. 

A week ago, Time magazine gave its 
front page over to a middle-class Negro 
famity. Inside, the magazine carried an 
indepth article on the economic status 
of America’s Blacks 

For several years, informed 
economist, students of Black progress, 
some government officials, have been 
trying to tell America that its 
Sterolyped image of Blacks was getting 
more and more out of focus. That all 
Negroes were not on relief, or exin- 
mates of penal institutions. 

This distorted image of Negroes has 

isted because white America is so 
norant of Black America» Suburban® 
living, school segregation and job 
discrimination, have all combined to 
shield from muct-ot the public the real 
facts about Negroes. 
While Negroes have entrenched 


themselves in dominant positions in * 


Sports and entertainment, too little is 
known about the unherided, hard 
working Black men and women who, 
adespite violent racism on both sides af 
the color line, are gradually moving 
aside the barriers to Black progress 
The white's image of Black 
Americans must change in the light of 
progress we are making. The $51 billion 
spending power of Negroes is no small 
part of this nation’s business. The 
foe number of Black elected of- 
icials represents another road that our 


* people are marching down. It is no hap- 


penstance that two of America’s 
biggest cities are headed by Negro 
mayors. 

Both Black and white America must 
awaken to the new challenges of today 
and; envision’ a tomorrow that will be 
{ree of overt racism. When All of.God's 
children will grow and develop ac- 
cording to their skills and ability 
without the restrictions of bigotry and 
prejudice.

There is a deliberate national policy 
to give a few more leftovers and crumbs 
_to black people than before. This policy

Inheritors Of Urban Cities 


The phenomenon of the third quarter 
of the twentieth century, has been the 
flight of whites from our cities to the 
suburbs and, the expansion of black 
residents into the housing left behind. 

The net result has been the ever 
growing number of cities that are either 
nearly 50% black or, are over. 

The election of biack mayors is the 
first manifestation of the use of this per- 
centage strength through political ac- 
tion. 

In the North and West, practically all 
of the elected black officials are from 
urban cities, for this is where the Negro 
population is concentrated. 

While black political strength is 
reaping the harvest of this growing per- 
centage, Negro business is lagging 
sadly behind. This is because the fac- 
tors of crime and do not affect 
politics, but, has a devastating effect on 
businesses, 

Eddie N. Williams, president of the 
Joint Center for Political Studies, after 

—surveying what. is happening. in—our 
cities, has challenged leaders of black 
businéss and black.—political 
organizations to meet at the summit to 
plot strategies for survival. 

“Now is the time,” he urges, “for both 
groups to examine realistically the 
current state of their interdependence 
and to map out‘an agenda that, at once, 
serves their individual: self-interests, 
nudges one closer to the other in times 
of need, and bolsters the economic, 
political and social well-being of Black 
Americans whe, in turn, aré the base of 
support for black business and black 
Politics 

“Out of such an introspective ap- 
praisal,”’ Mr. Willlams says: “will 
emerge a formal coalition of power that 
will propel these two natural.allies to 
joint leadership of the struggle by 
Biack Americans to achieve control 
over circumstances that affect their 
lives.” ss 

Getting to the real point of his 
proposal, Mr. Williams says: “Black en- 
terprise and Black politics are both 
products of the 1960's and in many 
ways, thejr destiny is inextricably linked 
to the future: of the black community 
from_whence they came.” 

Yet, he observes: ‘Despite their-com- 
mon heritage and commitment, black 
enterprise and black politics.are often 
like boats passing in the night, each 
one oblivious to the distress signals of 
the other." 

The Joint Center president suggests 
that a meeting such as the one he 
Proposes, could include leaders of 
business organizations such as the 
National Business League, the National 
Association of Black Manufacturers 
and, the top brass of such political 


“groups as the Congressional Black 


Caucus, the National Black Caucus of 
Local Elected” Officials, the Black 
Legislative Clearinghouse, and the Na- 
tional Black Political Assembly.

Problems they face as each inherits the 

cities ahd reaps the ‘bitter fruits of 
social and economic chaos sown by 
their predecessors. 

Black politics and black business are 
guided, in large measure, by deter- 
mination of “who gets what, when and 
how,” Mr. Williams asserted. He says: 
that “if black businessmen and black 
politicians are as pragmatic as they say 
they are, and if they only realized how 
much their self-interests are in- 
terdependent, “they would move im- 
mediately to form a strong coalition.” 

Mr. Williams is on pretty solid ground 
in all of his arguments and presenta- 
tions. The basic problem is Black Unity. 
This is the foundation stone of all of our 
problems. 

The black politician, of necessity 
must develop as much racial unity as 
he possibly can because he can only 
survive_by getting the major portion. of 
his support trom his own people. As the 
numberof elected officials increase, 
survival forces them to work closer 
together. 

Therefore, | think there will be little 
trouble getting the idea of a summit 
meeting over to. them. It isin the other 
flelds where the greatest obstacles will 
be encounted. Unfortunately the Negro 
businessman is largely an individualist. 
None of our so-called business 
organization actually cooperate 
together to buy or to promote. 

The $51 billions that the economist 
Say we earn and spend every year, is 
largely dissapated and lost’so far as 
Negro business is concerned. 

| was in an Italian restaurant the 
other day. | was served italian baked 
bread. In a Negro restaurant, | am ser- 
ved bread baked in a white bakery. If 
Negro beauticians pooled their buying, 
they could sustain large manufacturers 
of cosmetics. The same is true of bar- 
bers. Crime is the largest problem 
Negro business fiice“ today, yet, our 
own politicians are as indifferent about 
this problem as they can be because 
the Negro businessman is. not in com- 
munication with him. 

Practically all. Negro business’ is suf- 
fering today from the lack of trained, 
competent.help. The government is 
spending billions of dollars on training 
programs. Our politicians are seeing to 
it that Negro business get its share of 
these funds. 

Yes, as Mr. Williams says, there are 
many areas where the Negro 
businessman and the Negro politicians 
could get together for their mutual ad- 
vantage. The big question is, will they? 
| am sure Berkeley Burrell of the 

National Business League will be 
willing to join in calling a summit con- 
ference. | am sure others will be equally 
as willing. Mr. Williams has a good idea 
that ought to be implemented as soon 
as possible. 7 ee

State Lottery In Furor 


When this column stamped the “numbers racket" 
brand on the label of the Stete-Operated Lottery 
sometime ago, it never dreamed that the state officials 
involved would become engaged in an open warfare 
over the spoils, even, before the first lottery ticket was 
sold. 

Although the: Lottery operation had been plagued 
with arguments over one thing or another since the 
five-nan commission was created by Gov. John 
Gilligan several months ago, the furor became such 
an uproar last week that the commissioners 
threatened mass resignation. , 

One commissioner, ageing! to one report, predic- 
ted that unless Gilligan. steps in.and straightens the 
mess our, Ohio could be without a Lottery Com- 
mission within two weeks. 

The. latest.dispute was setoff. during a commission 
meeting. in Cleveland last week when Thomas 
Ferguson, Deputy State Auditor and a Democratic 
candidate for that post, challenged the commission's 
legal right to handle 25,000 weekly winners’ $20 prize 
payoffs. The commission had already “announced 
plans for the payoft by 10,000 of its own agents. 

Under the commission's proposal, its agents would 
pay off the $20 numbers winners in cash so as to en- 
courage yers to repurchase (in racket terms, put 
their numbers back in). The larger payoffs, however, 
were to have been paid by check through the 
auditor's office. 

The commission also argued that if the auditor pays 
off the $20 hits, the winners would be forced to wait 
for about three weeks for a $20 check. 

Ferguson, son of the retiring State Auditor, Joseph 
T. Ferguson, refused to bend; so the commission 
promised to seek an Attorney Generals’s opinion to 
break the bureaucratic. bottleneck in time to meet the 
Aug. 12 numbers drawing deadline. 

Unlike former Gov. James A. Rhodes, who could be 
counted on to use his influence to help settle labor- 
management disputes, Gov. Gilligan has sat on the 
sidelines and refused to aid in breaking a labor- 
management stalemate which cost the Columbus area 
1000 or more jobs. 

The Coated Fabrics Textile Co,, a subsidiary of the 
Borden Co., after a negotiation breakdown with the 
Textile Workers of America Local Union, annéunced 
that it was closing shop and moving to North An- 
dover, Mass., last week. About-1000 workers of the 
plant, including many blacks struck of Feb. 9 and 
have been out ever since, 

Although Rhodes, as Governor involved himself-in 
— virtually every.major labor-management stalemate, he 

is known to have virtyally settled a long-standing 

dispute in a single day.eFirst, he invited the labor 
negotiation team and management-to his office to 
discuss their disagreement. 

Rather than wait until the labor group could contact 

* the international office for approval of the agreement 
reached in his office, he loaded both teams aboard 
the state plane and hopped over to Atlantic City, NwJ., 
where the International Union was in convention and 
settled the strike., 

Back in Columbus the same day, Rhodes took the 
same group to Detroit and succeeded in nailing down 
@ big contract with an auto-making firm. By 7 p.m. he 
was back in Columbus to announce the strike set- 
tlement and the contract awarded to the struck plant. 
The_ following: day, the plant, which had been idle 
several weeks, was running full force. Thisis not to 
imply by any stretch of the imagination that Rhodes 
would have been as equally successful in the Coated 
Fabrics strike, but had he:been governor, it's a cinch 
that he would not have set idly by and fet 1000 jobs go 
to pot without attempting to save them.

RL timetable for payment 
of incr sto. some 2,5~ 
miTone service: “Slsabled 
veterans and dependents of 
veterans who died of service- 
connected disabilities was 
reported today by the 
Veterans Administration. 

A new law (Public Law 93- 
295), signed by the President 
May 31, incréased disability 
compensation. payments «to 
veterans by 15 to 18-per cent, 
and dependency and indem- 
nit 
anu children by about 17-per 
cent, The statute made the in- 
creases retroactive to last 
May 1. 


A separate retroactive 
check covering the increases 
for the months of May and 
June will be sent by VA to the 
veterans and dependents by 
mid-July. 

The. regular monthly 
checks due next on July 1, 
will be paid at the old rate, 
but the new increases will be 
reflected in checks received 
August 1, ard thereafter. 

VA. officials emphasized 


that no application or inquiry 
will be necessary to receive 
the Increased amounts. The 
increases, they said, will be 
made by the agency 
automatically for all veterans 
and dependents. 

The new Jaw boosts pay- 
ments to veterans rated 10 to 
50-per cent disabled by VA by 
15-per cent, and these rated 
60.to 100-per cent disabled 
by 18-per cent. 

The monthly payment to 
single veterans with 10-per 
cent disabilities goes up from 
$28 to $32..For veterans rated 
100-per cent disabled under 
VA's general schedule the 
monthly sum is increased 
from” $495 to" 2584;-And tor 
the most. suverely disabled 
veterans the maximum mon- 
thly amount is jumped from 
$1,232 to $1,454. 

Veterans whose service- 
connected disabilities are 
rated 50-per cent or more 
receive additional allowance 
if they have dependents. 
These added allowances are 
also increased under the new 
law by 15-per cent.

Smoking Joe Frazier 


Thrashed Jerry

NEW YORK — There wasn't 
a full house at Madison 
Square Gardens.last Monday 
night, but a crowd of, 14,611% 
boxing fans were not sur- 
prised as Joe Frazier, ex-- 
world heavyweight champi6n 
slashed and smashed his op- 
ponent Jerry Quarry and 
knocked the latter down, 
sliced a cut over the.latter’s 
left eye and stopped the 
“White Hope" in the fifth 
round of-a~ scheduled 12-- 
found heavyweight fight: 

Frazier looked like ‘himself 
as he whaled away at Quarry 
and kept his opponent on the 
defense most of the fight. The 
reteree was Joe Louis, one of 
the greatest heavyweight 
champions of all time and 
considered by many boxing 
experts as the greatest of 
them all. 

The Brown Bomber stop- 
ped the fight in the fifth 
round at 1:37 with Quarry ab- 
solutely helpless on his feet. 


Frazier knocked down Quarry 
first in the fourth round pun- 
ching him with punishing 
blows in the pit of his 
stomach, 

In ‘fact the “White Hope” 
was never in the fight. 

The Winner Frazier set him- 
self up for a championship 
fight with the winner of the 
George Foreman-Muhammad 
Ali fight in September. And it 
should be a dandy. Frazier 
looked .like. the “Smoking 
Joe” of old despite his 30 
years and in this corner he 
appeared every bit as good 
ashe did when he’ stopped 
Quarry in seven rounds five 
years ago. 

The fifth round was a pitiful 
one for Quarry as Frazieér, hit- 
ting him_ with jarring left 
hooks and right hand leads 
cut him down to size. 

Frazier came into the ring 
at 212 pounds and Quarry at 
197-1/2.Quarty, however ‘lan- 
ded two sharp rights and a 
club-like left hook, and he hit 
Frazier low in the first round

However, Moses Fleetwood 
Walker .became the first 
Negro to play in the major 
leagues, when he performed 
for the Toledo.club of the old 

ican Association; }then 
rated as a_rival of the 
National League, Why Fleet- 
wood was never given credit 
for being the first Negro to 
play in the major leagues will 
never be understood by the 
Leagues today. 

It was in 1958 when Joe 
Cronin visited the Wigwam, 
the eating place for the news 
media at-the Cleveland 


? Stadium, that some of the big 


brass wanted. yours truly to 
meet Cronin. They didn't 
know | first met Joe Cronin in 
my home city in Boston when 
he played for the Boston Red- 
sox, then later became 
player-manager and still later 
was elected president of the 
American League. 

Cronin looked at’ me: and 
smiled, then piped up and 
said, ‘‘Who. doesn't know 
Sheep Jackson, who played 
baseball, football basketball 
and ran track for Malden 
High School, five miles North 
of Boston. They still remem- 
ber Sheep.” 

“Who was the first Negro 
player in the American 
League?” asked Cronin. 

“Fleetwood Walker,” | an- 


swered..“Right,” said. Cronin, 


“and. it wasn't Jackie Robin- 


son: 

There was another Negro 
who played for the New 
Castle, Penn., team from 
1872-1887. In the interim, 
Fleetwood Walker had 
become the first Negro and at 
the same tims one Adrian 
Constantine (Cap) Anson 
raised his loud voice and ob- 
jected to Fleetwood Walker 
playing in the American 
Association. 

After that, with the excep- 
tion of a few minor leagues 
where Negro baseball players 
were accepted through 1903, 
the Anson bar was up. It was 
the end. of Negro par- 
ticipation, which lasted until 
Rickey made his great move 
in 1946. 

After the.Anson move they 
were some who still almost 
played. During the era star- 
ting in 1903 there were many 
great Negro players, who had 
developed primarily because 
of the Negro’s love for 
baseball.

There were others, in- 
cluding Josh Gibson, a cat- 
cher who slammed more 
homers in one season than 
Babe: Ruth, who according to 
the= — ingeateet son, 
would Have been. -worth- 
$250,000 “if he were not 
Colored.” 

Gibson died in the forties 
and just two years ago -was 
placed in the Baseball Hall 
of Fame at Copperstown, 
New York. 

Gibson. would have bedh a 
happy man if he was living on 
that Great Day. 

Then there was Andrew 
Foster, who was a big pitcher 
and would win 51 or 55 
games a year. He pitched 
against major and minor 
league teams in 1905 
exhibition games. He was the 
man New York Giants 
manager John McGraw 
engaged briefly as a pitching 
coach, after failing to sign 
him as a pitcher for the 
Giants... 

Foster played with the 
Leland Giants until 1910. He 
obtained the backing of a 
beer magnate, John 
Schorling, and negotiated for 
the purchase of the Old 
White Sox park. He renamed 
the —club—the—Ghicago 
American Giants and went 
into business. ° 

Another major league 
friend, the late Charles 
-Comiskey;-~owner of the 
White Sox, predicted doom 
for the venture and 
Suggested that Foster attempt 
ee only when, the White 

, who then had their 
present park at 35th and 

Shields, were out of town. 
Foster went ahead with his 
plans, nevertheless. 

That he was right was 

one Sunday in 1911
